at any price man” but takes the posi­ 
tion that Greece should not enter the 
war at present. 
He also denied the 
treaty made between Greece and Ser­ 
bia at the end of the second Balkan 
war requiring Greece to come to the 
aid of the Bulgurs if the latter»’ terri­ 
tory was invaded and an exactly op­ 
posite interpretation is placed on the 
treaty by the Serbians and the larger 
allies.
